If 
light is used as decoration, such 
as wall brackets, the light sources 
should be well shaded. 

For added safety in the home, 
good lighting should be provided 
in all hallways, closets, basements 
and porches. Some of the lights in 
each room should be controlied 
by a switch near the door, sc 
that lights may be turned on upon 
entering a room. This does away 
with the danger of stumbling 
around in the dark to locate a 
light switch. Also, it is a conven- 
ience to have switch controls at 
each end of a large room or hall- 
way so that lights may be turned 
on or off from either point. 

In laying out a new system, it 

lis advisable to have outlets placed 


on, 
and 


around the house out of doors in 
order that electricity may be 
available for lighting walks and 
driveway, for illumination of pools 
and fountains, and for outdoor 
tree decoration at Christmas. For 
this outdoor service, water-proof 
outlets should be used, 

The Bureau urges that all wir- 
ing should be done by a qualified 
electrician, as inferior materials, 
too small wire, or careless work- 
manship may result in an unsat- 
isfactory and inadequate install- 
ation. Many localities require that 
electrical contractors be licensed, 
and all wiring must be inspected 
and approved by the proper au- 
thorities.

Dissolve the gelatin in the boil- 
ing water. Boil the two cups of 
water and sugar for two or three 
minutes, and add to the gelatin. 
Cool and add the pineapple. The 
rhubarb should be cut in small 
pieces and then cooked till very 
soft in the one cup of water. 
Press through a sieve, and add to 
the first mixture. (There should 
be two cups of rhubarb juice.) 
Freeze in refrigerator trays, stir 
ring often at first, then occasion- 
ally. Serves twelve. 

A simpler dessert for children 
is Peach Junket. Its ingredients 
are: 

1 package lemon junket 2 cups milk 
One 1-pound can sliced peaches 

Heat the milk to lukewarm and 
dissolve it in the junket. Do not 
stir after dissolving. Drain the 
peaches well and lay half of them 
in the bottoms of individual glass 
cups. Pour the junket over, and 
set in refrigerator to chill and 
set, being careful not to agitate 
it, or it will whey. When ready 
to serve, lay the ~remaining 
peaches on top.
